‘* above all,’’ Postmaster Boland 
said, ‘‘please address plainly and | 
completely. Give the full name, | 
house number, street, name of city, | 
zone, and state. And don’t forget} 
to write your return address on 
Christmas card envelopes. Autho-| 
rities on etiquette say it’s per- 
fectly proper, because it helps 
people bring the address hook 
up-to-date. But a return address is 
frequently even more helpful to 
us!’’ 

By way of explanation, the post-| 
master added, ‘Most of our grief! 
is caused each year by hastily 
scribbled addresses that we} 
can’t read, or Christmas cards| 
being sent as third class mail | 
which can’t be forwarded or re- 
turned if the addressee has moved.
